Mr.  Cowles,  our  superintendent  is  a 
native  of  Tennessee.  He  graduated  from 
Peabody  College  in  Nashville,  receiving 
both  A.B.  and  B.S.  degrees.  During  the 
summers  of  1925,  1927  and  1928  he  at¬ 
tended  Teachers’  College,  Columbia  Uni¬ 
versity,  majoring  in  School  Administra¬ 
tion  with  a  view  of  the  Master  of  Arts 
Degree. 

Mr.  Cowles  came  to  us  in  July,  1918 
and  has  been  superintendent  of  city 
schools  since  that  date.  Under  his  ad¬ 
ministration  school  attendance  has  grown 
from  800  to  2,700  pupils;  teachers  have 
increased  from  20  to  78,  and  from  one 
building  valued  at  $55,000  the  equipment 
has  been  expanded  to  five  modern  school 
buildings  with  a  total  value  of  approxi¬ 
mately  $625,000. 

By  teachers,  by  pupils,  and  by  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  Lexington  at  large,  he  is  regarded 
as  one  of  the  first  citizens  in  the  com¬ 
munity. 


The  subject  of  this  sketch  is  a  native 
of  Rockingham  County,  North  Carolina, 
a  graduate  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  with  the  degrees  of  A.B.  and 
LL.B.  and  with  major  credit  toward  his 
graduate  degree. 

Mr.  Stokes  came  to  Lexington  High 
School  in  the  fall  of  1922  as  a  teacher 
of  mathematics  and  director  of  athletics, 
which  position  he  held  for  three  years. 
In  the  spring  of  1925  he  was  elected 
principal  of  Lexington  High  School, 
which  position  he  continues  to  hold  with 
credit  both  to  himself  and  to  the  school. 

In  August,  1924,  Mr.  Stokes  was  mar¬ 
ried  to  Miss  Helen  Earnhardt  of  Lex¬ 
ington. 

“T.  D.”  (his  popular  name  with  stu¬ 
dents  and  teachers)  has  made  a  reputa¬ 
tion  of  being  a  friend  of  the  pupil  who 
does  his  duty,  but  “hard  boiled”  with 
the  violator  of  school  regulations.

Years  after  graduating  from  high  school,  I  was  feeling  very  remi¬ 
niscent  when  Memory  appeared  before  me  and  waved  her  magic  wand. 
Immediately,  I  was  carried  away  into  Old  Father  Time’s  library.  Brows¬ 
ing  among  the  volumes,  I  came  to  an  interesting  looking  set  of  books. 

As  I  passed  before  them  a  guide  approached  and  said,  “Each  year  as 
Old  Father  Time’s  clock  ticked  away  the  last  days  of  May,  a  book  was 
pushed  upon  a  shelf  in  his  library,  until  there  was  a  set  composed  of  four 
volumes.  The  title  was  History  of  Class  of  ’29,  Lexington  High  School.” 

“I  was  in  that  class,”  I  said  as  I  drew  forth  the  first  book  entitled 
Freshmen.  There  were  nine  chapters  in  it.  Looking  at  the  title  of  each 
chapter,  I  read,  “September  100  Freshmen  Enter  High  School.  October, 
Adjustment  to  Surroundings,”  and  on  until  I  saw  that  there  was  a  chapter 
giving  in  detail  the  history  of  each  month,  from  September  to  May. 

As  my  time  was  limited,  I  glanced  hungrily  at  the  contents  of  the 
Sophomore  and  Junior  years.  All  of  this  was  very  interesting  and  invit¬ 
ing.  but  what  looked  particularly  interesting  was  the  chapter  entitled 
“Junior-Senior  Banquet.” 

I  was  about  to  turn  away  with  a  sigh  of  regret  when  a  small  diary 
dropped  from  between  the  leaves  of  the  Senior  volume.  Picking  it  up,  the 
guide  gave  me  permission  to  read  it,  and  it  was  like  this : 

May,  1926- 

Dear  Diary,  in  September  about  100  noisy  freshmen  entered  high 
school,  and  it  is  as  some  authority  on  high  school  and  colleges  has  said : 
“Every  class  has  what  is  known  as  its  freshmen  year.”  Since  we  are  any¬ 
thing  but  timorous,  we  admit  that  we  were  forced  to  undergo  that  embar¬ 
rassing  experience. 

Our  class  was  divided  into  three  sections,  with  Misses  Mitchell,  Miller, 
and  Mr.  John  Hunt  as  home  room  teachers.  We  at  once  entered  into  the 
high  school  life.  Cabell  Philpott  made  us  very  proud  by  winning  his  let¬ 
ter  in  football.  Many  boys  showed  interest  in  football,  and  gave  much 
promise  for  good  material. 

May,  1927- 

Somebody  has  said,  “To  every  action  there  is  an  equal  reaction,  and 
in  a  contrary  direction.”  All  the  sophomores  feel  that  this  is  true.  From 
the  year  of  oppression,  we  passed  into  a  year  of  anarchy.  For  nine  months 
we  laughed  at  and  conducted  a  campaign  of  welcome  for  the  freshmen. 
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The  outstanding  event  of  this  year  was  the  May  Day  celebration. 
Several  girls  in  our  class  were  attendants  to  the  May  Queen. 

May,  1928- 

Dear  Diary,  another  reaction  set  in  at  the  beginning  of  our  Junior 
year.  We  elected  Ernest  Staples,  president;  Betty  Russell,  vice-president, 
and  Ferdinand  Watson,  secretary  and  treasurer. 

After  this  we  began  a  year  of  work.  We  furnished  two  members  on 
the  debating  team,  Gilmer  Cross  and  Ernest  Staples.  We  produced  as 
stars  on  the  football  team,  Cabell  Philpott,  Gilmer  Cross,  Woodrow  Shoaf, 
Ernest  Staples  and  Ferdinand  Watson.  Willie  Veigh  Leonard  and  Fannie 
Porter  Cowles  won  medals  for  declamations. 

Probably  the  next  important  event  of  this  year  was  the  Junior-Senior 
entertainment.  Under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Zealy,  Miss  Williams  and 
Miss  Ormand,  we  planned  our  entertainment,  which  we  felt  surpassed 
anything  ever  given  before. 

May,  1929— 

This  year  we  feel  rather  old.  We  are  the  honored  seniors,  and  as  a 
class  we  feel  that  we  have  fought  a  fight  valiantly.  Our  students  continue 
to  rank  high  in  scholarship  and  athletics.  We  are  putting  out  an  annual 
this  year  and  we  feel  a  “wee  bit”  proud.  We  feel  sorry  to  know  that  our 
high  school  days  are  almost  over,  but  we  can’t  stay  here  forever.  It  is 
only  a  few  more  weeks  before  we  dash  for  our  last  8 :35  class  and  sleep 
through  the  last  afternoon  class.  So  dear  diary,  good-bye.  Probably  when 
I  am  old  and  gray-haired,  I  will  read  you  and  The  Spotlight  and  muse 
over  our  good  time  in  L.  H.  S. 

As  I  came  to  the  end,  I  was  suddenly  recalled  to  the  present,  but  I 
was  still  thinking  about  my  high  school  days.

One  unusual  advertisement  at¬ 
tracted  my  attention — that  Marion  Chetty  had  for  sale  at  reduced  prices 
a  surplus  stock  of  peanuts  and  popcorn.  I  read  with  interest  a  testimonial 
that  Edna  Whisenant  had  sent  in  for  “Never  Bald  Hair  Tonic.”  She  tells 
her  story  of  how  she  has  lost  so  much  hair  and  then  this  tonic  revived  her 
hair  to  its  former  state  of  health. 
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Back  home  at  my  suite  in  “The  Roosevelt,”  I  tuned  in  on  the  radio. 
Roy  Curry  announces  the  program.  Much  to  my  surprise  the  afternoon’s 
concert  was  by  Frank  Smith,  violinist,  and  Willie  Veigh  Leonard,  accom¬ 
panist.
